life in the Pennsylvania Coal Breakers. 


It is almost impossible for :xny one 


who lias not been an eye witness to the 
operations of the mines lo conceive :it 
what tender j-oars the eliihl in (he an- 
thracite region is put to work, or to 
know, unless ho has actually in his 
younger days been placed in the same 
condition as* tho thousands of boys in tho 
mining districts, to what poniicious in- 
fluences they are subjected anil what evil 
consequences ensue. Though it may 
appear incredible, it is nevertheless a 
fact that children of all ages from six 
years upward find work in the coal- 
breakers, and toil in dirt in an atmos- 
phere thick with carbon dust from dawn 
till dark of every day in the week, Sun- 
daj"S 
exeopted. These 
little 
fellows 


earn from thirty to forly-fivc cents per 
day, their labor consisting-in picking the 
slate, rock, etc., but of the coal pre- 
viously crushed to small pieces in a | 
breaker and screened through huge re- 
volving screens that separate the various 
sixes of coal. From this occupation, as 
they advance in years, they are pro- 
moted to mule-driving, and afterward, 
when they arrive al man's estate, to 
laboring, and mining, which is the high- 
est pinnacle that can be reached by tho 
toiler, whose only companions thro'.i"-h 
life are men made rough like himself oy 
;their rough surroundings, and whose 
only education is that which he gleans 
from the noisomu breaker and gloomy 
mine. Here is a wrong crying for re- 
dress. Here is au evil Una cannot bo 
remedied too soon, and here is a chance 
for some Garrison to point out the fet- 
ters that enslave a portion of humanity, 
and for some Lincoln to strike from oil 
their limbs those chains of servitude and 
make them free. 


Out of this community in tin; northern 


portion of Luzcnie County, which num- 
bers about twenty-two thousand people, 
upward of Hirers thousand boys, whose 
ages vttry from six to fifteen years, are 
CLgagu'd about the mine?. 
Having gone 


to work before they should have been 
sent to school in most iusumci.'s, they 
grow up in utter ignorance, a-s it is w 
Known that when they advance in 3v 
and theirlaborconvspondingly increases 
in value, they get but little 'chance to 
become educated. 
Thus, in this en- 


lightened age, when the tendency of hu- 
manity is upward and onwrrrd. and the 
bonelits of education penetrating every- 
where are extended to all, society is 
hampered and the progressive wheels of 
civilixation am clogged by culpable igno- 
rancu. The citizen is rciulerod incapable; 
of intelligently discharging his duty as a 
citizen, and the fact that there is a con- 
tinuous supply of material for the dem- 
agogue to prey upon is a constant men- 
ace to our free institutions. I have 
alluded to the pernicious influences to 
which these little boys are subjected. 
There are no schools in the world where 
more evil is learned, or more innocence 
destroyed than in the coal breakers. 
It 


is absolutely shocking to watch the vile 
practices indulged in by those children. 
Hear the frightful oaths to which Uiey 
give expression, and note their total dis- 
regard for religion or morality! Hard- 
ened by exposure to terrible inlluencosit 
is hardly to be wondered at that tho 
demon of Molly Maguiroism aud sys- 
tematized, cold-blooded murder reared 
its monstrous head from out the sinks 
that surround the mines, and maintained 
its reign of terror for 
years.—L'Mflon

The largest of 
the two eagles measured seven feet from j 
tip to tip, and weighed nearly fifty 
•pounds. The American eagle is a proud 
bird of fame, but when he so far forgets 
his difuity as to make an assault on a 
little tnree-yoar-okl child, our admiration 
'of his kingly bearing is considerably 
lessened.-Seattle (W. T.)

I'hey carry special tanks for preserving 
these collections, and believe that these 
tanks are the means of bringing good 
luck to a craft. 
The old belief in lucky 


mid unlucky Mailing days is said to bo 
dying out among the Gloucester fisher- 


men, 
a fact said to bo due, in a degree at 


least, to tho sharp competition that has 
sprung up. It is not an unusual sight, 
when a lino Friday comes after a spell of 
bad weather, to see r. large Hoot spread 
sail and depart for the fishing grounds, 
A belief in "Jonahs" prevails among 
fishermen. 
A Jonah may bo something 


animate or inanimate, or even the result 
of the actions or accidents of'persons; in 
fact, almost everything that is supposed 
to bring ill-luck is called a Jonah. 
A 


vessel regarded as unfortunate is thus 
said to be a Jonah; it is often difficult to 
obtain a crew of good men for Iwr if men 
are scarce, although she may be well 
adapted for the business. Equal trouble 
is also sometimes experienced by expert 
li'lh-n-mon in securing a berth aboard a 
vessel, because they have the reputation 
of being Jonahs. 
It occasionally hap- 


pens that some vessels meet with ill-for- 
tune for years in succession and under 
Ktich circumstances, that evidence of 
their being Jonahs is as strong as 
proofs of holy writ. 
A .singular cir- 


I'liinstance of this kind is recalled. Sev- 
eral years ago a new vessel was brought 
to Gloucester from the port where she 
was built. 
She was of the largest class 


employed in the fisheries—a beauty in 
model and rig—and the skipper, who 
was a young man and part owner, felt a 
commendable pride in his lineschooner. 
One day, however, an acquaintance of 
tins Captain said to him while tho vessel 
was being fitted for her first trip: 'Tin 
sorry you have had thai vessel built." 
When asked for his reasons ho contin- 
ued: " I have known the man who built 
her to launch more than twenty schoon- 
ers during the past few years, and none 
of them ever made a dollar for their. 
owners, while few of them have lived 
more than tvo or three years, bcinjj 
either wrecked on the shore or foundered 
at sea." Strange to say, the first Capt- 
ain who sailed in this schooner had no 
luck for nineteen months, although lie 
had previously been, fortunate and fell a 
pride in his business. Finally, becoming 
disgusted and somewhat disheartened, 
ho sold out his share in the vessel and 
left her, almost convinced that what had 
been told him by his friend was not far 
from the truth. 
The schooner (not yet 


two years old) was lost at sea on her 
next voyage. The Captain and two of 
the crew were drowned, and the survi- 
vors, after enduring much stifle ring whilo 
lasheil to the wreck, wore finally taken 
oil' and returned come. 
This schooner 


was continually meeting with ill-fortuno 
from the day sho first sailed out of Glou- 
cester harbor to the time of her wreck. 
The belief in Jonahs fortunately often 
meets with rebuff so severe as to hinder 
it from becoming anything like a general 
one. 
One skipper once inquired of 


another, nodding his head in the direc- 
tion of a man wlio was at work on the 
vessel: "Are you going to carry that 
man?" 
Itcceiviug an affirmative reply, 


hi: continued: "You won't get any fish, 
then. He's a regular Jonah." Tho re- 
ply was: "Jonah or no Jonah, he goes 
this trip anyway." 
'The trip in question 


proved a successful one, and nothing 
more was heard of the man being a 
Jonah. 


A Child Victim of Hydrophobia. 


The victim was Ernest, the live-year- 


old son of August Rosen thai, an express- 
man living at is'o. GO l-'isk Street. Some- 
thing like two months ago the little fel- 
low was accidentally run over and had 
his leg broken, and for a long time was 
confined to his house. 
About four weeks 


ago the injured limb was so much better 
that he was able to sit up, and, as ho 
seemed to delight in sunshine and fresh 
air, he was allowed to sit outside tho 
door on every pleasant dfry. 
It was on 


an occasion like this that ho was enjoy- 
ing the balmy air and sunshine one after- 
noon, when a strange cur came down, 
the street, and, stopping in front of Ro- 
scnthar.s house, began sniffling at some 
baskets of meat that had boon loft stand- 
ing on the sidewalk. Little Ernest, fear- 
ful that the dog might carry oft'some of 
the meat, tricd'to drive him away, and, 
crawling to the gate, he rose to his feet 
and kicked at it.

Anllirax or Black Leg1 in Gattlo. 
There arc two varieties of the dwoass, 


both dependent on the presence in the 
system of minute vegetable organisms 
(bacteria) which have acquired the dan- 
gerous facility of living and increasing 
in the blood and tissues of the animal 
body. 
Quo form of the malady is tlie 


malignant anthrax proper—thu malig- 
nant postule of man—^caused by an 
organism which exists- in the blood and 
vital fluids iu the form of microscopic 
.staff-shaped bodies, as well as spherical 
ones. Tliis typo is readily communica- 
ble to all species of warm blooded ani- 
mals unless they have already been 
rendered insusceptible by an earlier at- 
tack. 
The second form is associated 


with a microscopic organism which is 
found in the spherical torm only in the 
blood and animal fluids, and which has 
not boun found to attack readily other 
animals than cattle. 


Both arc equally dangerous to cattle; 


the Jirst is quite as dangerous to mini anil 
other warm blooded animals. 
Whether 


the germs in both diseases are but vari- 
eties of tlio same organism remains to bo 
seen; what is more immediately to the 
point is that both appear to follow the 
same law of development and to depend 
on tlie same general conditions for the 
maintenance of their virulence. 
This is 


most inveterate if secluded from air, but 
is gradually lost in the presence of fresh 
air and moisture. Hence the germ, once 
introduced or developed in a soil of a 
close, impervious and compact kind, in 
one overcharged with the remains of an- 
imal or vegetable life, or in one habitu- 
ally waterlogged, is preserved indefin- 
itely, while in one which is naturally 
dry, open and porous, or which has been 
thoroughly undovdrained, it sooner or 
later loses its virulence. In accumula- 
tions of litter or manure, in liquid ma- 
nure tanks, inclose collara and the like, 
it is more likely to be preserved than else- 
whore. To cheek tho progress of the 
malady, therefore, and prevent new at- 
tacks, the exposed cattle should at once 
be moved to soil which is thoroughly 
drained and pervious to moistures. 


The carcasses of tho dead and all the 


products of the sick should be burned, 
or if buried at all it should be in a dry, 
porous soil with a covering of quick- 
lime to favor speedy decomposition, and 
securely fenced in so that no other cattle 
can approach tho place, nor cut the grass 
grown upon it for several years. If 
damp or impervious soil only is attain- 
able for burial then burning tlie carcasses 
is far to be preferred. 
When a pasture 


has once had an outbreak of black leg it 
cannot be considered safe for several 
years to come. 
The purification of such 


pastures may be expedited by placing 
them undor a rotation of crops nnd 
stirring the soil as frequently as possible, 
so as to expose the germs to the air and 
lessen or remove "their virulence by 
changing tho medium in which they 
grow. The grand principle is never to 
bo lost sight of that it is the habit they 
acquire of using tip little oxygen in their 
growth which iits 
those" germs 
for 


growing in the blood, and it is the habit 
of using up 
much 
air 
that 
unfits 


them for survival in the animal fluids, 
where little air can be found. 


The stock which has been exposed to 


the infection of black leg, whether from 
sick animals or infected pastures or 
places, may attain some measure of pro- 
tection from taking daily in the food or 
water some disinfectant which will chuck 
tlic development of any germs thai may 
be present on tho mouth, throat, stomach 
or bowels. 
For this purpose c in.' drachm 


carbolic acid and three drachms sulphate 
iron may be dissolved daily in the drink- 
ing water of each adult animal, or 
sprinkled on its food. 
Or one drachm 


of iodide of poi.as.sium and 
one-half 


ounce chlorate of polassa may be used 
iu the same way. 
If there is any tend- 


ency to costiveness it should bo counlur- 
actcd by roots, apples, potatoes, soft 
mashes, or by daily doses of two or 
three ounces of Glauber salts. 
Consti- 


pation usually begets fever, and fever 
strongly predisposes to the reception of 
the anthrax germ. Young animals arc 
always most liable to thu disease, partly 
because their tissues arc soft and im- 
pressible, but largely no doubt because 
they have not had an opportunity to bo- 
come insusceptible through an earlier 
mild attack. 
Young growing animals 


.should therefore be kept apart from pas- 
tures whore blackleg habitually occurs, 
and if they must at any time be ex losed 
to even the slightest extent, care s lould 
be taken to keep them in the most vig- 
orous health, and to prevent them from 
becoming suddenly plethoric. 


To prevent the evil effect of a rapidly 


increasing plethora it is desirable to feed 
well at all times, and never allow the 
subject to get into loo low condition. 
The use in this connection of linseed 
cake has the double effect of keeping the 
beast constantly thriving and counter- 
acting all costiveness and fever. 
Some 


sock the same result by giving yearling 
cattle weekly or semi-weekly doses of 
half an ouuuo of saltpetre, or of two 
ounces of Glauber salts; while still 
others insert tapes or sti-ips of leather or 
cord through tho skin of tlie dewlap and 
smear them frequently with crude tur- 
pentine (pine gum) or other irritants, so 
as to keep up a running sore. 
These 


are kept in for weeks and even months, 
and though not an absolute protection 
against the disease, yet they servo to ma- 
terially reduce tho mortality. 
Cattle 


strange to the pasture should be sub- 
jected to the same precaution as young 
growing cattle. After is has once set in, 
black leg runs such a rapid course that 
treatment is rarely of any avail. 
In 


mild cases the use of carbolic acid and 
sulphate of iron, alternately with chlorate 
of potussa and iodide of pottassium, as 
advised above, for prevention, and to 
the swelling oil of turpentine, or car- 
bolic acid oil (one to ten) may give good 
results.—Prof. Law, in. N. Y. Tribune.
